Applicants' amendment filed 9/25/06 has been considered; however, the 
amendment has not been entered given that it raises other new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. 

The new issues were brought about by the introduction of new claims 15-20, 
drawn to a lubricant composition containing different combinations of limitations, those 
particular combinations not previously presented, and thus would require a new search. 
Additionally, the claims have been amended to be "an aviation turbine oil lubricant 
composition" rather than the previously claimed "lubricant composition". This would 
require a new search because of narrower search parameters. 

In the interest of better enabling the applicants to assess the patentability of their 
claims, the following advisory is given: 

The prior art rejections of record would have been overcome in view of 
applicant's arguments, particularly because Camenzind does not teach aviation turbine 
oil and there is an excessive amount of possible combinations from which to choose the 
components of instant invention.
